The chief piece ofox-

He ino farmerin Manitoba and was the 
movor of the address in the session which 
he firetattended, Ho was then a loyal 
supporter of the Government. What then 
Was the horror of his follow senators to-day 
When he took partin the debate on the 
add and announced that his faith in the 
National Policy had departed and intimat- 
od that he was agin’ the Government 
Anyway Senator Boulton went on to say 
that the National Policy was no good to the 
Western farmer. It increased the price of 
everything he had to buy and did notin 
creni the price of anything he had to sell, 


The Debate in the Commons, 

Inthe Commons nothing startling oc- 
curred, Mr. Laurier was in his place, al- 
though not looking very well. 

The debate lasted “less than two hours 
ond was of w rather tame descrip 
tion, Those taking part in it were 
Mr. Northrop, the newly-clected member 
for Kast Hastings; Mr, Bain of Soulanges, 
who is not anow member, but was beaten 


at the gencral election, to be returned at 
the bye-election a th ago; Mr, 
and Sir John Thompson, 
a young lawyer of Belleville, He briefly 
glanced at tho history of the country for 
the past 25 yeara and thought there were 
lessons in it which would serye as an excel- 
lent guide for the epoch on which we were 
now entering. 

Speaking of the late Sir John A. Macdon 
ald, he said the departed statesman was the 
embodiment of love for Canada, faith in 
Canadians and loyalty to the Crown. 

Speaking of the racial differences which 
some people told them would ultimately 
wreck the country, he said they need have 
no fear of that kind. , The parent state, 
jreat Britain, was an amalgam of many 
races, When the Romans landed in the 
island there were two distinct races abiding 
there, and after the Romans came the 
Saxon, the Dane and the Norman, and the 
present inhabitants of the British Isles were

the happy product of these races, 
same would be the case in Canada. The 
ultimate issue of the English, Irish, Scotch 
and French in this western country would 
be a grand one, so that the racial differences 
which some people chose to regard as » 
« dark cloud upon the horizon was really a 
guarantee of permanency and strength. 

In respect to the recent mission to Wash- 
ington he said that the mission 
was a sign that the Ministers were 
sincercly desirous of increasing our trade 
relations fwith the United States oonsist- 
ent with the honorand credit of Canada. 
The fact that Canada was a British colony 
‘nust never be lost sight of, and that we 
must never discriminate against British 
goods, ‘Their frienda on the other side of 
the House misunderstood the Conservative 
attitude in regard to reciprocity. The Con- 
servative party was not inimical to reci- 
procity, but it was opposed to unrestricted 
reciprocity. They did not deny the pros- 
penity that blessed this country. under the 
ormer reciprocity treaty, but it was quite 
possible that a variety of other circum- 
stances contributed to the good times that 
then prevailed. ‘The building of the Grand 
Tr aA the Crimean war, the great Ameri- 
can rebellion—all added to the value of and 
the demand for Canadian products during 
these years, 

Mr. Bain of Soulanges, 


Mr. Bain of Soulanges isa Scotchman, 
born in Edinburgh, who, when he was too 
young to know any better, drifted up the 


St. Lawrence to the  transfluvian 
Quebec county of Soulanges. Here 
he taught the language of Auld 


Reckie and to-day he spoke in the Gallic 
tongue much to the disgust of his name- 
sake from Wentworth. 

Mr, Laurior's Reply. 

The leadier of the Opposition replied. 
in his happiest mood to-day, his recent ill- 
ness seeming to have substracted much of 
the vigor and fire from his tongue. He 
made oue or two little bursts of eloquence 
however, just as a specimen of his mettle. 
His speech was very fair aud betrayed none 
of chagrin and resentment that numerous 
recent defeats might have naturally prompt- 
od him to indulge in, 

After the usual compliments to the mover 
and seconder he expressed surprise at the 
satisfaction which the member for East 
Hastings had professed in the country's 

rosperity. He thought that the census 
Rad caused the scales to fall from the eyes 
of geutlemen opposite. There was room in 
this young land for a hundred million 
happy people. We should have six or 
seven millions now, yet the census returns 
showed that they had increased but 11 per 
cent. They had not kept the natural in- 
crease and had lost the immigrants who had 
been subsidized to come here, entirely. 

He felt they were all agreed upon one 
point. Canada required enlarged markets 
‘or her products. At present she was like 
4 young giant shackled and manaclet. The 
hope that Evgland would alter the policy 
to which she seemed firmly wedded in favor 
of colonial products had recently been 
rudely dashed to the ground. England, 
although alone, was still overwhelmingly o 
freo trade nation, It was true that the 
dream indulged in 50 years ago by Bright 
aud Cobden that the whole earth would 
follow in the grand procession of free trade 
nations had not been realized in the way 
these statesmen had anticipated.

“Come down," he said, “I dusire to speak 
with you.” 

Noithedge clambered down, although he 
hadn't the remotest idea of what the 
Alranger wanted, 

“What do you wagit? he waked at the 
bottom of the ladder, 

“To Songcatalatal youon being the heir 
to a large fortune, y am Queen's Counsel 
J. H. Gilchrist of Toronto, Ont,, and Lon- 
don, England, TI have been searching for 
you, sir, for months,” 

“Your great grandfather, ‘continued the 
strauger, “‘was Willian N. thedge, » bar. 
onet anda colonel in the English army, He 
owned large ostutes in Wella, Somerset- 
shire, about 16 miles from Bath, England.

The Chicago North- 
edge is declared by all these people to be 
George Atwater, alias Northedge, a son of 
Colonel Northedge before the Colonel was 
married, and a mau who has not always 
looked out of windows as unobstructed 4s 
those of the Fifth-avenue Hotel 

According to the yarn of the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel Northedge he was shingling 
4 roof in Chicago on the day when ‘*Queen’s 
Counsel Gilchrist’ of Toronto, Ont., and 
London, Eng., congratulated him on being 
a baronet and heir to large estates in Soin- 
ersetshire. 

Lawyer Duhamel “queers” Queen’sCoun- 
sel Gilchrist. According to Mr. Duhamel 
and to the whole Northedge family George 
Atwater is au ex-convict, and according to 
Mr. Duhamel alone there is uo Queen's 
Counsel in Toronto’ named Gilchrist, but the 
records show thata law student of that 
name was some time agu convicted there of 
acriminal offence. 

“If the Northedge at the Fifth-avenne 
Hotel is the man I think he is,” said Mr. 
Duhamel to-night, “there is but one se- 
duction that Ican make, and that is that 
two scamps have concocted an elaborate 
scheme to victimize somebody.” 

The alleged Sir George has given it out 
at the Fifth-avenue Hotel that he is after 
a wife. The Northedges here say that At- 
water, alias Northedge, is a married mau. 

“I first became acquainted with George 
W. Northedge in 1878,” said Mr, Duhamel. 
“‘He then went by the name of Atwater, 
but claimed to be a son of Colonel William 
Northedge, who organized the 59th New 
York volunteers, He came to Washington 
and set up a claim for the $7500 appropri- 
ated by Congress for che benefit of the 
widow of Colonel Northedge. Atwater 
claimed to be the son by a former marriage. 
Iwas attorney for Mrs. Northedge, and 
she made affidavit that her husband had 
never been married to the young man’s 
mother, She stated that her Naneed had 
told her that he had lived with Mrs. At- 
water but had never married her. 

“T looked into this man Atwater’s record 
and found it to bea very bad one, Just 
prior to coming to Washingthn to prosecute 
this claim he had been released from the 
Massachusetts State Penitentiary, where he 
had served a long term for a heinous crime. 
This claim was included in my brief. The 
suit was decided in our favor. 

“When I first saw the story of this fel- 
low claiming the title I wrote, on the re- 
quest of the two Northedge boys here, to 
investigate, to a friend of mine in Toronto, 
Attorney Walluce Nesbitt, 

“Attorney Nesbitt replied that he had 
been unable to find any Queen’s Counsel of 
that name in Toronto, The detective office, 
however, informed him thata law student 
by the name of Gilchrist had been convicted 
-there some three years before of cruelty to 
animals, since which time he had not been 
seen in Toronto.” 

A well-known English gentlemen of this 
city informed me to-day that there is no 
baronetcy of Northedge in England. He 
not only spoke from his own knowledge, but 
quoted from “Burke's Peerage” to snbstan- 
tiate his claim, 

The younger son, George R. Northedge, 
is a professional pugilist. His Rroatest 
laurel was won ina four round “go” with 
Jack Dempsey, He and the e Ider brother, 
who is quite skilful in the same line, are 
getting ready to-night to go to New Yor 
to interview “Sir George” at the Fifth-a ve- 
nue Hotel.

A RECIPROCITY RESOLUTION. 


Introduced Into the “United States Con- 
press by Representative Castle, 


Wasurxeton, D.C., March 2.—In the 
House yesterday Representative Castle of 
Minnesota introduced a jomt resolution ex- 
pressing the desire of the American people, 
Uirough their senators and representatives, 
for the renewal, as nearly as practicable, 
of the reciprovity treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, signed on 
June 5, 1854, which concerned our trade 
and business relations with Canada. 

Wasuixorox, March 2,—The U.S. Su- 
preme Court has decided, in the worsted 
schedule case of Ballin, Joseph & Co. from 
the Circuit Court of New York, that the 
McKinley tariff law is valid. The decision 
upholds the power of the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives to cou quorum | 
under the rules of the last House, 

In all the protests in this and similar

Around the waist is tiod a long, 
heavy knitted scarfof Live, orimson, scarlet, 
or whatever color the wearer prefers; on 
the head is a toque lao of knitted wool, and 
somewhat like a Turkish cap, but there le 
at Lattached to the top which hangs 


down to the ear. 

The meu wear black stockings, knicker 
bockers, and buff moccasins ; the women 
alao wear moccasins, A large number of the 
Guesta take along their ‘‘sleds,” dragging 
them through the grounds. The guests 
gather, to the number of 700 or 800, in the 
hollow below the Hall where the slides are 
situated, Near at haud is the rink, lighted 
with torches, where those who did not 
Want to take the plunge down the sides can 
enjoy themselves. Near the slides a huge 
tiro is built, from three to eight cords of 
wood being piled in the form of « pyramid, 
Those who want to attend the “at home,” 
but who are afraid to go down the alides or 
notable to skate keep close to the buge 
buroing pile and watch the rest, There 
may not be @ breath of air moving, but the 
glass ofton shows the mercury twenty de- 
grees below zero; so that those standing 
near the fire are obliged to turn rapidly 
each portion of she body toward the heap 
to’keep from freezing. Torches are stuck 
here and there among the troes, and when a 
puff of wind moves the flame the shadows 
of the pines and spruces dance upon the 
snow like huge fantastic goblins, 

ON THE SLIDE. 

Each toboggan slide ia a sort of Jacob's 
ladder, where people are constantly ascen- 
ding and decending, The climb is tire- 
some and tedious, and: while one long row 
of people are going up, the *fawis,” '‘awis,” 
of the decending toboggans can be heard 
with a few seconds between cach sound, 
The head of the Side is small and there is 
not even standing room for all who are 
waiting for their turn to go down, ‘Phe 
track is simply a narrow, icy trough, with 
snow walls on either side, aud there are 
two rows of Chinese lanterns to light the 
ateeraman through his swift voyage. 

An export tobogganer will take two or 
three ladies upon his vehicle, puttiog thein 
in front, while he throws himself down, 
extending one foot behind to ateor with. 
The faintest touch of his moccasined tov, 
properly made, steers. the toboggan with 
precision, 

The truth is, when one first plunges al- 
most sheer down as if shot from cannon, 
the sensation is that your heart and entire 
inner economy are coming up your throat, 
your eyes swiin and your brain reels. The 
first experience is not ‘‘divine,” it is hide- 
ous. But the mad exhilaration of it soon

These, together with 
the joint report on matters of minor im- 
portance, will be submitted to the board of 
arbitration when that body shall have been 
organized. In the meantime the Treasury 
Department is making the usual arrange- 
ments for the enforcement of the laws in 
regard to the seal fisheries. 


Red River Improvement, 

Wusxrreo, March 5.—At a meeting of 
the joint committee of the City Council 
and Board of Trade on Red River nayiga- 
tion improvement held here, Major Rattan 
presented a report submitting a memorial 
to the Dominion Government praying that 
$500,000 be expended by Parliament in im- 
proving navigation on the Red River so 
that the strean: would be passable for 
steamers from Lake Winnipeg to the North 
Dakota boundary. 


Western Mail Clerks’ Renfuneration, 

Wisstrzo, March 5.—The railway mail 
clerks of Manitoba and the Northwest 
intend making big effort during the present 
session of the Dominion Parliament to have 
their mileage restored to the old scale of 
one cent per mile. They urge restoration 
of one cent scale on the ground that living 
expenses are higher here than in Ontario, 
Quebec and other eastern provinces.

BEHRING SEA. 


The Proposals of Lord Salisbury Not Ac 
ceptable to the United Sinates. 


Wasuixatox, March 7.—The Behring 
Sea matter has assumed a most scrious 
phase and public officials make no attompt 
to disguise the grave concern at the out- 
come, It was developed to-day that Lord 
Salisbury has made propossls which it 
is claimed cannot Me accepted, In 
the language of prominent  offi- 
cial his proposition “wholly un- 
fair, arrogant and even insulting to 
this country.” It is said by experts 
that the opening of Behring Sea for one 
season in the manuer suggested by him 
would result in the speedy extermination 
of the seal, and thero then would be noth- 
ing left to arbitrate; us one official expresa- 
ed it “it would be like arbitrating the 
ownership of something that had gone out 
of existence,”

lished of $}00,000, the revenue from which 
sould go to the maintonance of Upper Canada 
Colloge, The rer : {the property after these 
sums were subi: cted was to go to the 
Uatverny, of Toronto as an evdcwment, 
Mr. Meredith then gave the House a number 
of quotations from the report of the trustees 
of pper Canada College, in which it 
appeared that $37,000 had been spent on the 
purchase of the sito aud $18,000 in loying it 
out, On the building $187,417 bad been ex- 

mded, and in addition thero bad 
hon expended a sur of $23,070 on whot was 
called a commercial room, op the laundry 
building and on the engine room, making a 
total ou bulidings of $100,457. 

Then there was a series of items under the 
bead of “Equipment,” as follows; Water sup- 
ply aud fire protection €25,411, plumbiog 
#0272, heating $20,850, lighting Ne ventiln-

Mr. Balfour criticissd the action of 
the Government in connection with 
Upyer Canada College, Theso moneys 
were just as much. the common funds 


of the province as any other of our propertics 
or arsets. Moreover, bo siw by the report 
of the trustecs that we were tureatened by 
suli further expenditures, He would not be 
surprised to Mnd the university knocking at 
their doors to make good the waste of its en- 
dowment, 

Mr. Wood of Hastings said that the Honse 
had consented to the $120,000 expenditure 
most unwillingly, oud be was simply aston- 
ished thut the Government lad exceeded this 
sum by nearly $100.00, Whether the sums 
bad been well or iilemployed did not come 
into the question at ali. 

Mr. Meredith characterized the ection as 
a breach of trust, un expenditure without 
outbority and in direct vivlation of the 
spirit of the statute, 

Dr. McMahon, who like Mr. Balfour is a 
warm supporter of the administration, came 
out flat-footed against Mr. Ross’ action. He 
declared that the Minister's speech was a 
piece of special pleading. There could be no 
Houbt that when the House agreed to the 
arrangement to devote $120,000 to build a 
new college they thought they svould never 
hear of Upper Canada College agaiv, It 
was certainly astonishing to hear the reve- 
lations which they bad just listeued to. The 
explanation just made by the minister might 
be satisfactory totbe House, but it would 
certainly not be satisfactory to the country. 
Upper Canada College was nu institution or~ 
ganized in tho interest of a favored 
class, and the people of this province would 
not be disposed to condone the unauthorizet 
expenditure which the Minister bad nov 
deuied. ‘Jhey will justly fiud fault. The 
heaviest charge the Liberels brought against 
the Dominion Government as this of entor- 
ing on unauthorized expenditures, but bere 
they, themsclves, were guilty of what they 
condomned in others, 

Mr, Hardy caught tho Spookei’s eye.

Hamilton's Well-Known Costoms Officer

Hamitrox, March 8,--Customs Inspector 
Thomas O, Mewburn died at 4 o'clock yes- 
terday at his residence, Main-street west. 
His death was quite unexpected. Mr.

PREMIER DEBOUCHERVILLE. 


Brief Sketeh of Hon, Charles De Boucher- 
ville and His Cabinet, 

Hon. Charles E. B, De Bouchorville, 
M.D., is descendant from Lient.-General 
Pierre Boucher, Sieur de Grosbois, Governor 
of Three Rivers in 1653 and founder of the 
seigniory of Boucherville. He is a son of 
the late Hon, P. Boucher de Boucherville, 
a member of the Legislative Council of Can- 
ada. He was born at Boucherville on May 
4, 1822, and educated at St. Sulpice College, 
Montreal. He pursued his vous studies 
at Paris, where he graduated. His first en- 
trance into public life was in 1861, when 
he was elected to the Canadian Assembly 
from Chambly, and he conainued to repre- 
sent the county until Confederation, 
Tu July, 1867, he was appointed a member 
of the Legislative Council of Quebec, 
which seat he has ever since held. He was 
a member of the Executive Council from 
July, 1867, until February, 1873, and was 
entrusted with the formation of a new 
Cabinet on the resignation of Mr. Ouimet— 

1a duty which he successfully accomplished 

on Sept. 22, 1874. He continued in office 
until March, 1878, when his Government 
was dismissed by Mr, Letellier. He was 
called to the Senate in February, 1879.

nest in! Ifhot days they come thither— 
the eagle, the dove, the swallow, the spar- 
row, and the raven. There ia to many of us 
a complete fascination in the structure and 
habits of birds. They scom not more of 
earth than Heaven—ever. vicillating be- 
twoon the two, No wonder that Audubon, 
with his gun, tramped through all of tho 
American forests, in acarch of new spoci- 
mens. Geologists have spent years in 
finding the track of a bird’s claw in the 
new red sandstone, There is enough of 
God's architecture in o soipo's bill or 4 
grouso’s foot to confound all the univeérai- 
ties, Musicians have, with clefs and bars, 
tried to catch the sound of the nightingale 
and robin. Among the firat things that a 
child notices is a swallow at the eaves ; and 
grandfather goes out with a handful of 
crumbs to feed the snow-birds. The Bible 
is full of ornithological allusions The birds 
of the Bible are not dead and stuffed, like 
those of the museum, but living birds, with 
fluttering wings and plumage, ‘Behold the 
fowls ot the air,” says Christ. ‘Though 
thou exalt thyself as the eagle, and though 
thou set thy nest among the stars, thence 
will I bring thee down,” exclaims Obadiah. 
“Gayest thou the goodly wings unto the 
peacock!’ says Job. David describes his 
desolation by saying, “I om like a peli- 
can of the wilderness; I am like on 
owl of the desert; I watch and am 
os a sparrow alone upon the house- 

p.” “Yea, the stork in the Heaven 
knowoth her appointed time; and the turtle, 
and the crane, and the swallow observe the 
time of their coming; but my people know 
not the judgment of the Lord.”

Single Tax At Issue, 

A single tax bill was presented by Mr. 
Stratton, It received its first reading. The 
bill is iutended to grant municipalities the 
right to exempt from taxation, cither wholly 
or partly, all incomes, personalty, buildings, 
machinery and other products of labor. » The 
bill applies to both rural and urban munici- 
politics. Several municipal corporations 
havo petitioned for such powers, among 
them the town of Petortoro’in Mr. Strat- 
ton’s constituency. The village of East 
Toronto, ia its apnea for incorporation 
as 8 town, asks for privileges similar to that 

ranted in the bill The City Council of 

foronto decided to apply for simnilar powers 
at the present session of tho Legislature, but 
reconsidered the bil] before it was drafted. 

Mr. Garson, the defeated member for Lin- 
coln, introduced legislation of a similar na- 
ture during lost Parlian.ont, ond was induc- 
ed to withdraw it, as the Houso had not 
considered the matter, The change permit- 
ted by the bill canvot be made by any muni- 
cipal council until it bas been approyed of by 
a vote of the qualified electors, 

Women na Litigatora, 

Mr. Balfour.judging by a bill he submitted 
to the House,is an ardent woniun's rightor, [t 
is entitled “An Act to Provide for the Ad- 
mission of Women to the Study and Prao- 
tice of Law.” The billis short, but atthe 


same time comprehensive. It contemplates 
extending to women the privileges at present 
conferred upou men, and its one clause reads 
as follows: ‘Whore the words ‘person’ or 
‘persons’ occur in the Act Respecting Bar- 
ristereat-Law and the Act Respecting 
Solicitors, the same shall bo construed to 
mean and include persons of the fomalo sox 
as well as persons of the male sex.”

Col. Denison had come well o¢ 
with facts to support his content ren 
the canal and channels between Montreal 
and Port Arthur should be so increased 
that vessels drawing 18 feet would be able 
to pass between those two points without 
transferring cargo, lighteriug or brenking 
bulk in any way. He said the whole, bikk 
tory of our canals was that conatructios 
was scarcely finished before it was found 
that o greater depth was required. He 
took up the history of each canal 
and showed that it was a constant move- 
mont towards o greater depth, and he 
pivpialen that the Soulanges Canal would 

no more than finished before it would be 
found that it was yet in the requirements 
of the age. He pointed out that the Wel- 
land Canal was the only obstacle to the 
passage of vesscla of 18 fect draught pass- 
ing from the head of navigation on Lake 
Superiorto the castern end of Lake On- 
tario, a great and magnificent stretch of 
navigation. ‘The obstacles thon became 
numerous until Montreal was reached. He 
quoted figures showing the enormous 
value of the shipping of the upper lakes 
and tho surpassing tonnage that yearly 
passed through the Sault Canal and the De. 
troit River. The value had been calculated 
at between $48,000,000 and $58,000,000, 
and vessels amounting to 23,000,000 tous 
burthen had navigated the Detroit River 
during 1890.. On the other band, it was 
found that the traffic on the eastern system 
of canals had remained stationary. He 
believed, therefore, it became a méasure of 
national importance ‘to increase the capa- 
city of the eastern canals. 

The Colonel read some interviews with 
Toronto vesselmen, in which the pro- 
posal to enlarge tho canals was warmly 
endorsed. He was assured by competent 
authorities that thero were no engineering 
difficultics to be met. I iwas merely a 
matter of m ney, and it was believed that 
the entire canal system of the Dominion 
could be madeauniform depth of 20 feet 
for an expenditure of from 50 to 100 million 
dollara, The errs was fully os im- 
portant os the OP, 

Dr. Bergin of Cornwall warmly seconded 
Col. Dénison’s idea and traced the course 
of the St, Lawrence canals, claiming that 
they could be deepened at a comparatively 
light cost. 

Dr. Reld Thinks Differently. 

Dr. Reid of South Grenville, who also re- 
proenie a canal constituency, took a totally 

ifferent view and went over the same trip 
that his fellow-physician traversed. He 
found, however, that there were insuper- 
able difficulties in the way. The bottom of 
old St, Lawrence is, he says, chiefly the 
hardest kind of rock. Moreover, he 
thought it was actually beneficial to change 
the grain from one vessel toanother, as it 

revented overheating. He would favor an 
increase in the length of locks, however. 

George Macdonell of Algomaand Nicholas 
Flood Davin supported Col. Denison’s 


motion, 
Mr. Haggart’s Views, 

Hon, Mr. Haggart agreed with the speak- 
ers who had preceded him that the cnor- 
mous vessel traffic of the upper lakes was a 
matter for wonder, but anyone who cx- 
amined into the matter would see that this 
traffic was largely w local traffic between 
the communities bordering on the upper 
lakes. He believed thero always would 
be o natural and inherent distinc- 
tion between ocean and lake navi- 
gation. Ve careful investigation 
seemed to establish that for the gonoral 
traffic of the lower lakes and the St, Law- 
rence the maximum depth should not be 
more than 16 feet.

The bill tabroduced by Mr, Hardy pre- 
viding for a reduction in the nuimber of 
County Councillors is a most important 
mesure, and well worthy of eireful con- 
sideration. There is no doubt whatever 
thata change is imperati ively needed 
Hastings has 36 councillors, while some 
counties have aa many as 60, For wha 
: little business these councils have to 

transact this “number of councillors i 
quite too large. Some counties, whieh have 
acon rollable expenditure of only five or 
six thousand dollars have from 40 to 60 
councillors ata cost of over $1500 to 
decide how that small amount shall be 
! spent, Hastings county has an exception- 
ally large controllable expenditure, $31, 
000 in all, yet even that amount se arcely 
requires the service of 36 men, aba cost 
of $3,048, for its proper outlay. From the 
figures given it would seem that at present 
the services of the councillors cost about 
ten per cent ot the amount of controllable 
expenditure they manage. 


‘ The measure which was introduced 
{ consista of two parts, the first points out 
j ; the means for bringing the law into effect 


and the second the means for the election 
of County Councils on a new basis. The 
county clerk shall at the next municipal 
election, January, 1893, irrespective of the 
vote or upinion of the Council, submit ta 
the electors of the municipality by ballot 
the question “Are you in favor of adopt- 
n_ the County Councillors Act of 1892.” 
le the majority of the people vote forit, t 
will comeinto force. If the people in 
smaller counties do not desire to reduce 
the number of councillors they may reject 
the question. The question is to be sub- 
mitted in those counties which have more 
than fifteen councillors, In counties 
which have less than fifteen councillors it 
is not to be submitted unless by direction 
of the County Council. The rest of the 
first part of the billis concerned with the 
details connected with the adoption of the 
act. The second part prescribes the 
number of county councillorsand the mode 
of cheir election. In counties having a 
population of 40,000 or lees there are to 
be seven councillors, in counties with a 
’ population between 40,000 and 60,000 
there are to be nine councillors, and in 
counties with a population over 60,000 
there are to be eleven councillors. Cities 
and towns separated from the countics are 
not to be included.

SCARED TO DEATH. 


Reporter Hamilton's Death Due to fils 
Intensely Nervous Disposition, 

New York, March 16,—The sickness and 
death of Reporter Frederick Hamilton, a 
reporter on Tho Advertiser, was duo, Dr. 
Eloon says, to his intenscly nervous dispo- 
sition, 

About three weeks ago Hamilton visited 
tho typhua-anfected district. He took 
copious notes of what he saw and wrote an 
article for his paper, 

The next day ho came to Dr, Exlson, lab- 
oring under intense nervous excitement 
and said that he had got typhus fover, 

Dr, Edson tried to valm his fears, and 
assured him that the fever would not de- 
velop in a single day, He told himto come 
back in 14 days’ time, which is the period 
of incubation,and he would tell him whether 
ho had typhus. Hamilton came back in 14 
days, with all the symptoms of tho discaso 
so pronounced that he was sent to the re- 
ception hospital and thence to Riverside 
Hospital March 2. Dr, Edson thinks that 
Hamilton's intensely nervous disposition 
was largely responsible for his sicknoss and 
death, 

Hamilton was an Englishman, and had 
been « newspaper worker for about 25 years. 
He was about 50 years old, Aftor being 
educated at the fanious Blue Coat achool in 
Loudon, Hamilton went to Canade and en- 
gaged in newspaper work, He then camo 
to Now York.

There will be no tax on an 
inheritance worth less than $5,000, no 
matter who may getit. Ifan estate worth 
from $5,000 to $100,000 goes to father, 
mother, husband, wife, son, daughter, son- 
in-law or daughter-in-law, there will be no 
tax upon it ; but if such an estate goes to 
anyone outside of those degrees of relation- 
ship the Province will take 6 per cent. of 
itsamount Ifthe estate 1s worth from 
$100,000 to $200,000, and goes to any of 
these near relations, the Province will take 
24 per cent. of it; if it goes to heirs outside

Bofore the court closed Inst 
Nowbitt addressed the judge ee 
ed of unfairness of the reports of ovideuco 
published by tho newspapers, He sald 
they were decidedly untrue and unjust to 
the prisoners, and, as the jury ood road 
thom at night, this might create an un- 
fayorable impression in the minds of the 
jury against the prisoners Ho said news- 
Papers also commented on the trial in an 
unfair manner and unfayorable to the 
prisonors, 

Judge Rose said if the facts wer: 
forth by Mr. Nesbitt, and if at tanetse 
were continued by newspapers after this 
notice, he would consider the advisability 
of excluding the reporters from the court 
room, 

Tho court room was thronged o8 usual 
Wednesday, and the prisoners to all ap- 
Pearances were the most cool and collected 
of thoso present. 

The Heuth Hounds Tentify, — 

The prosecution rested its caso yesterday, 
the principal witnesses called 1g Chiel 
McKinnon of Hamilton, Government 
Detective Greer and County Constable 
William Hunter, McKinnon’s evidence 
merely related to an unsuccessful at- 
tompt he had made to induce Lottridge 
to confess, the prisoner replying that he had 
nothing to tell. Hunter twatified that when 
ho arrested Bartram for cattle stealing the 
latter suid: “If you will get me out of this 
eattle stouling scrape I'll give you a pointer 
that will be worth $2000 to you. You can 
lay your hand on tho man and perhaps got 
womo of the jewelry.” Hunter had been 
reevo of Onondaga and therefore a justice 
of the peace, but would not admit under 
cross-examination that he had ever arrested 
a man, tried him and gave his own evidence 
in the case. Detective Greer’s evidence was 
purely technical. ‘ 

The Man Whom Goosey Told. 

Thomas Young of Middleport, hotel- 
keoper, corroborated the evidence of 
Douglas os to the dotails of the murder told 
by the Intter to witnesa. Young had told 
Bartram all that Douglas had said, but 
Bartram did not appear scared, and 
said that the tale was untrue and that he 
had driven to Hamilton with a load of 
wood that morning. 


Indians, 8quaws And a Papoose or Two, 


The balance of the testimony was given 
by Indians, squaws and Papocees: 

Lucy Sero, a sister o! joosey, entered 
the box attired in a green skirt, a large 
red cloud and a large-sized Ges. She tes- 
tified that Goosey came to her house the 
morning after the Heslop murder and had 
breakfast. The same evening ‘he told her 
of the Heslop murder and added that he 
knew who did it, 

James Griffin, o mahogany-hued six- 
footer with a bald head and gray whiskers, 
denied that he ever said anything to Bar- 
tram concerning Heslop having money in 
the house, and his two sons, who wero 
sworn, also denied having made any state- 
ment to this effect, 

Martha Barefoot (another sister of 
Goosey), Alexander Sherry, his wife 
Catharine Sherry, Chief Levi Jonathan, his 
son Jesse, Sam Patterson, Elias Styles and 
Samuel Mountpleasant were called to guard 
off the proposed alibi of the defence, that 
Douglas was in New York State the day of 
the murder. All these witnesses swear 
positively to having seen Douglas on the 
reserve during the two weeks ending 
30, 1891. The date was fixed by the 
t Martha Barefoot had a baby on 
Jan, 30, 1891. 

This closed the case for the Crown, 

The Defence, 


Before offering evidence for the dofence 
J. W. Nesbitt, Q.C., submitted that on the 
evidence so far given there was nothing on 
which a case for murder against Lottridge 
could be made out before the jury, 

His Lordship overrulod the application 
and the defence was entered upon. 

JInmes Wilson and John Woods testified 
that they drove to Hamilton the night of 
the murder and that a rig preceded their 
vehicle past the Heslop house. 

Couuty Constables Cram and Philippo 
were called to controvert the evidence of 
the prosecution with respect to the kind of 
wheel prints which the rig driven by the 
murderers made and the direction taken on 
the return journey. 

Robert Cornell, a neighbor of the Hes- 
lops, Robert Law, John McCormack and 
others also swore that the tracks showed 
that tho rig was driven in the direction of 
Ancaster and not in the direction described 
by Douglas and Goosoy. 


The Alibi. 


Nelles Douglas, nephew of George Doug- 
las, swore that the latter was 
in Lewiston, N,Y., during the 
week of tho murder, Witness said: 
I was working in Lewiston from Dec., 
1890, till about Jan. 13, 1891, George 
Douglas was working with me for part of 
tho time and he lived at Constable Jacobe' 
house. He Praia lived at Lidian 
Cusacks’, About Jan. 15 Treceived a letter 
that my sister, Katie White, was very 
sick and I tried to get money to come to 
Canada tu see her, Goorgo Douglas gave 
mo $165, and he and I went to Suspension 
Bridge on the American side. I loft titre 
on the same day (Wednesday) for Hagers- 
ville, aud wont from there to the house of 
Ixanc Douglas. When I got there I heard 
Kutio White was dead. ‘The funeral took 
placv Thursday, Jan, 22, and I went to tho 
uncral, Goosey and Teaac Douglas. with 
othors went with mo to tho 
funoral, After the funeral IT) went 
back to tho house of Taaso Douglas, 
called at White's house the next day ™ 
slopt thore Friday night. I loft there on 
Saturday and was driven to Cayuga on 
Saturday by Samuol Goosoy, When I 
reached Suspension Bridge I saw George 
Douglas; saw him also on Sunday morning 
in Lewiston. Ho told me I should not 
have returned so soon, On that day Mra. 
Mary Jane Patterson was buried iand on 
Tuosday Goorgo Douglia and T wont to tho 
funeral, Rev. Mr. March of Lewiston con- 
ducted the faneral services. On Tuosde 
night Mra, Hewitt died, Among tho pal! 
bonrora at the funeral wore George Douglas 
and myaolf, George Douglas was ab this 
time working at Lewiston. He continued 
to work there till tho firat part of March. 
Hotwoon the time George Douglas came to 
Lowiston in tho fall and up till next March 
ho did not leave there to my knowledge. 
I noxt returned to Canada sone tine in the 
following April. Did not return to Lewis: 
ton till thin winter,

OFFICIALS INTERVIEWED. 


The Officials of the Rond Interviewed tn 
Montronl. 

Monrrran, March 18.—The news of the 
strike on the western division of the ©. PR. 
reached the head office in Montreal about 
11 o'clock yesterday. The despatch 
stated that the trainmen, yard and switch- 
men from Fort William to the Rock 
Mountains had ‘gone out” at 12 o’cloc! 
Wednesday. 

In response to inquiries at the head office 
Mr. Shaughnessy, vice-president, stated 
that Py far the greater number of conduct- 
ors and trainmen now out had been dia- 
missed during the first of the weck in 
accordance with the decision arrived at 
by the management when the lock- 
ont was first threatened. Most of 
the remaining men, he said, had quit 
work Wednesday. 

Asked as to the extent of the interference 
with the traffic of the road, Mr. Shaugh- 
nessy said thay the passenger trains lad 
not yet been delayed, but that temporary 
delay was expected. He could say nothing 
for the present as to the course to be pur- 
sued by the ape but was busy in con: 
sultation with Mr. VanHorne. 

Mr. Shaughnessy docs not anticipate an 
extension of the strike to the eastern divi- 
sion, The men who quit work last night 
aro said to have pledged themselves at the 
beginning of the week to remain true to the 
interests of the Raheny and continue 
at work. This is learned from the state- 
ment of Mr. Shaughnessy that all the men 
who did not promise loyalty to the com- 
pany had been dismissed. Now it trans- 
pires that those who did agree to continue 
work hayo since changed their minds and 
“struck,” 

It is claimed that they have been con- 
strained or coerced into doing so by the 
brethren who wore dismissed. 

From another source it was learned that 
the conductors and trainmen on tho Kast- 
ern Division, that is from Fort William 
East, hada year ago made similar de- 
manda to those of tho western men and 
had similarly decided to strike at a given 
hour on agiven night, but that the com- 
pany had met their demends and the 
difference was amicably settled. 

Does It Portend Further Trouble? 


The strike is regarded here os the initial 
move on the part of tho various associations 
of railway conductore, brakemen, baggage- 
men and possibly firemen throughout 
America towards a concerted plan to compel 
the railways to abolish tho system of wages 
by @ gradual scale, The general belief 
among rallway officials is that theso organ- 
izations have agreed to demand an increase 
of pay from all roads, and in the event of 
failure to cause a general strike previous to 
the opening of the World's Fair next year, 

Tho demand made on the Grand Trunk 
is that eight hours sball constitute a day's 
work, for which every conductor shall be 
paid $3 per day, and every trainman $1.75 
per day. In other words, thoy ask an 
svorago increase of from 10 to 59 per cont. 
The company offered an increase, but not 
on the lines proposed, and the trainmen 
summoned the heads of thoir rospoctive 

dors to come hore. é

Strike and the threatened lockout on the 
G.'T, R. continue to boall the absorbing topic 
in railway circles hore. Tho strikers on 
tho formor lino aro reported to be dotor- 
mined in their demands and the ©. P, R. 
Company just os perelstent in their re- 
fusale, 

Mr. Shaughnessy, the vice-president, 
statos that the company have already ro- 
colved weougt applications for work on the 
line to fill all the vacancies ten times over. 

Bpaablag of tho situation of the G,'T.R 
Company Mr. Wainwright, general super- 
intondent, stated that the situation ro- 
mained absolutely Unchanged, The men 
had the company’s ultimatum and wero 
evidently considering it, 

The men deny the company’s argument 
that tho line has not been raya as large a 
dividend as in forme: years, thoy assert 
that the increase in the earnings of the road 
for the last month has been from $30,000 to 
$50,000 per weck and they insist on this as 
ono reason for their demand of higher pay. 
They point out also that the Canada 
TS Ton ie! over the same ground as 
the G.T.R., pays 8110 a month while 
th G paye only 873. 
Local passenger conductors on the 
latter road only receive $65.82 per month, 
sud between Toronto and Hamilton pas- 
senger conductora get as low os $6U0-for 
working heavier trains than those of the 
M a Central, on which $110 is paid 
Over the same territory, The delegates

That statement was not true and 
the officials were perfectly aware of tho 
misrepresentations. Not only that, but 
the men were asked to withdraw from their 
societies in, care of trouble and an imme- 
diate answor was demanded. 

“After the arrival here of Mr, Garretson 
and myself, we presented ourselves at the 
office of the generil superintendent, but 
chat official declined totreat with us as 
representatives’ of organized labor. Mr. 
Whyte, however, claimed to be still willing 
to further consider the matter with the 
employes, to which we replied and assured 
the official that wo were quite willing the 
disputed points should be ndjusted in that 
manner. We even “went further ond inti- 
mated to the genoral superintendent that 
we would be willing to call on the presidant 
of the company, sf that eae Vernen was 
desirous of a conference and transportation 
to Montreal furnished.” 

In continuing the interyiew, Mr, Wilkin- 
son sald that though the Ordepof Railway 
Conductore had heen in existance 23 years, 
its members had’ only inaugurated one 
strike, and the Brotherhood of Trainmen, 
now eight years in existence, hid had none 
“And the O, P. Ro and GT.

though it has an area of only 78,185 wyuaro 
miles (being a trifle larger than England). 
With a total population of 700,000, it ie 
one of the richest un¢ 


1 moat prowperous. 
Thore is not an acre 


of unproductive soil in 
its whole extent, and hardly a ponper; and 
it in the only country--at leaut on this side 
of the world—where Awerican gold in at w 
discount. Whereas in Mexico, l’oru, Chile, 
Argentine, Brazil, and all tho rest of them 
one ea a good round premium on 
Unele Samuel's golden coins, varying in 
amount necording to the times, but alwayva 
considerable, In Montevideo you pay 
heavily for the privilege of getting your §20 
gol pieces turned into the coin of that 
country. 

At present Uruguay's principal source of 
wealth is in cattle and sheep. Late stutis- 
tics place the number of sheep on its 
ranchos at 11,000,000, cattle 8,000,000 and 
horses 800,000, So genial ia the climate 
aud productive the soil that any grain or 
fruit of the temperate, torrid or frigid 
zones can be grown in abundance, from 
sugar and coffee to wheat and corn, bane 
anus and potatoes, cpineapples and pip- 
pins, There is plenvy of the best pastur- 
age in the world; plenty of water for 
mechanical purposes and for the flocks and 
herds; plenty of stone and timber for 
building material, and geologists say that 
the entire upper corner of the cone-shaped 
republic is underlaid by exhaustless coal 
beds, So many are the navigable rivera 
that one can go by water to almost any 
section of the country, and natural harbors 
are frequent along the coast, The fact is 
Uruguay is almost a peninsula, having an 
Atlantic soa board of 120 miles, ao 
southern shore ~ line on the Rio de 
Ia Plata of 285 miles, and a western 
shore line along the Uruguay river 
of 270 mites, while on the north, separat- 
ing it from Brazil, are the rivers Chuy, 
Yuguaron and Duarcim and Lake Hirim— 
loaving « land “frontier” of only 450 miles 
from the Rio Duareim to the bar of the 
Chuy on the Atlantic const. ‘Lhe Rio 
Negro and its big affluent, the Yi, inter- 
sects the country disygonally, and there are 
numerous other rivers*of unpronounceablo 
names but great local importance. 

The old placer washings, from which the 
Jesuits aud viceroya of Spain used to get 
such fabulous quantities of gold and silver, 
were all long since exhausted, or their loca- 
tions have been obliterated and forgotten. 
During a hundred years of almost coutinu- 
ous warfare, including the long struggle 
for independence aud subsequeat revolu- 
tions, the people were mercilessly robbed 
of their wealth, and many poor wretches 
who were suspected of knowing where gold 
or silver might be obtained were per- 
secuted until they revealed the secret or 
died to conceal it, and-such pains were 
tuken to hide all trace of nature's store- 
houses that in many cases, after the lapse 
of a fow years, the descendants of the origi- 
nal owners could not find thom. Within 
the lust quarter century, however, new 
mineral deposits of extraordinary richness 
have been discovered, and the report of a 
recent geological commission, appointed by 
the government to examine those resources, 
reads like « tale of the Arabian Nights. 

Within the last decade the population of 
Uruguay fas doubled, os much from 
natural causes aa from immigration, the 


birth rate averaging forty-five per 
thousand, and the death rate twenty- 
seven, It is onthusiastically claimed by 


resident foreigners that this is not only the 
healthiest place on the face of the globo, 
but that good living is cheaper here than 
anywhere else, The best of beef, mut- 
ton, and pork can be bought for 4 cents per 
pound; fish from 3 to 5 vents; ducks, chick- 
ens, and partridges from 10 to 15 vents por 
bird, and vegetables of all kinds are correa- 
ponding'y cheap. With a population of 
about 700,000, Uruguay produces no less 
than 5,000,000 bushels of grain every year, 
or an average of ton bushels to each man, 
woman, und child in the country. The 
largest export is wool, valued at $6,000,000 
per annum, Beef comes next on the list in 
quantity, valued atabout the same figures, 
and hides third, of which not less than $3, 
500,000 are shipped every year. Thon 
comes wheat, about $3,000,000 worth ; corn, 
$1,000,000; and other agricultural products 
footing up to nearly $2,000,000 worth, All 
these have more than doubled during the 
last ten years, and continue to increase like

LivenrooL, March 21,-—There 
numerous sensational events in con- 
uection with the murder of Frederick 
Deeming of his wife and four children, 
whose bodies he buried under the floor of 
his house at Rain Hill 

Albort Deeming was the firat witness a» 
the coroner's invuest. When Albert was 
shown a photograph of his alster-in-law he 
sobbed piteously and almost fainted. It 
was some time beforehe was sufficient 
ly recovered to proceed with his testi- 
mony, 


2EEMING BELIEVED TO HAVE a5 
: 


Saw Them Dead in Dreams. 

Ho said he know when ho was summoned 
what he was going to sce at the villa, as 
ho had neon his murdered aistor-in-law and 
her children in dreams eight months ago. 
This testimony created o sensation, The 
witnoas ulso testified that he saw his sis. 
tor-in-law just before she was murdered 
aud that she had £100 in her posscssion, 

A lottor was read from ao lady who was 
on the vessel on which Deeming and his 
wife wont to Australian She said that 
Mrs. Dooming confidedto her that her hus- 
band had turned out to be a villan, and 
that ho treated her brutally. The wife 
discovered her husband's true charactor 
during the honeymoon. He wo. ill-treated 
her on the voyage to Australla that she 
devermined to leave him as soon as the 
vesuel arrivod at her destination and to 
retuyn to England. 

Mado Hor Disombark, 


Tho writer of the lotter assisted Mrs, 
Deoming to buy her return ge, but 
aftor the latter had gono aboard the vessel 
to return to England her husband forced 
hor to disembark. After another brother 


of the murderer and — number of police- 
men, who had taken part in the search for 
and discovery of the bodies, had given 


their evidence the inquest was adjourned. 

The post-mortem examination was made 
with difficulty by the doctors, the bodies 
having been buried since August last, and 
in the afternoon the five victims were 
buried in the parish churchyard at publie 
expense. 

Crowds at tho Funoral, 

An enormous crowd linod the entire road 
tu the cemetery, So dense was the mass of 
persons who had gathered to catch a view 
ofthe funeral procession that the large 
force of police detailed for duty in the 
vicinity of the cemetery only with the 
greatest difficulty succeeded in makin, 
passugo for the cortege, The five coffins 
containing the bodies of the victims were 
piled one on another on a single hearse. 

Tho wife of Walter Deeming placed a 
floral wreath in the form of « heart on top 
of the woman's coffin. The two brothers of 
Deeming walked beside the hearse all the 
way. When tho funeral procession reached 
its dostination the five coffins were lifted 
from the hearse and carried to the spot 
where one large grave had been prepared 
for the interment, 

In A Common Grave. 

The coffins were placed side by side close 
to the open grave and a brief funeral service 
was performed. The curate who conducted 
the religious exercises mado ao short ad- 
dress, in which he spoke of the terrible 
fate which had befallen the five unfor- 
tunates. He denounced the fiendish acts 
of Decming in the most acathing terms, and 
alluded to the murderer us the “most in- 
human monster who ever breathed the 
breath of heaven.” The immense crowd of 
spectators who were pushing ond struggl. 
ing about the yawning rave showed their 
detestation of Deeming by loudly applaud- 
ing.

The Vicar of Rainhill alluded to Deem- 
ing’s crime in his sermon Sunday, He said 
bat after the departure of Williams or 
Deoming from the village it had been pro- 
posed to buy Denham villa, the scene of 
the murders, and make it tho vicarage, but 
happily the project had been abandoned. 

A telegram from Cape Town, South 
Africa, says that news of the Deeming case 
causes much excitement there, It states 
also that Deeming became notorious in 
Johannesburg in 1889 in connection with 
extensive jewelry swindling and that some 
mystorious murders occurred there about 
that time. 


Doeming Safely Lodged tn Jail tp Aus 
tralian, 


Pentru, Australia, March 21.—Deeming, 
who is accused of having murdered his 
wifeand four children in Sy deat was 
brought to this city Saturday by officers, 
prior to going to Melbourne, where court 
proceedings will be taken against him 
The prisoner was atrongly guarded and 
every precaution was taken by tho author- 
ities to prevent him from attempting to 
make his escapo aud to guard against his 
being attacked by the excited people, fears 
beings outertained of a dangerous outbreak 
of popular feeling against the murderer, 

the railroad station was jammed with 
great crowd of persons when the train bear- 
ing the prisoner and his guards reached the 
city. A yelling, hooting mobof men and 
boys started after the carriage which con- 
veyed him to tho jail, but the driver whip- 
ped up his horses and soon outdistanced the 
runners and in @ short time had safely 
landed the prisoner in the institution, whore 
he will remain for a fow days until the for- 
mal oiogistorial inquiry isheld ond he is 
romanded, 

The detectives who hunted the prisoner 
down wero interviewed after their arrival 
here Saturday. They suid that when Deom- 
ing was orrostod and was questioned about 
the terrible charges made against him, he 
affirmed his complete innocence of the 
cries, He gave his namo as Swanston, 
and doclared that ho had no knowledge of 
the man known as Williams. He said that 
he was a resident of Windsor. 

The detectives also said that the prisoner 
had fainted twice during the journey, but 
that otherwise he appeared to be in a cheer 
ful framo of mind. Ho was voluble and 
was vory willing to talk about the murders 
attributed to him, He seemed to be confi 
dont that when the proper time came he 
would be able prove his inpovence,

The financial market was disturbed; tho 
best securities were trembling. The Do- 
minion had floating loans amounting to 
$10,000,000 on that market, which had to be 
renowed. It was a time when a friend of 
Canada, if he could say nothing good of her, 
could at least have held his co, But 
that was not the part played by tho writer 
of the letter in eo baancenlte which he 
(Foster) held in hishand. This was the time 
chosen by the enemy to wing his envenomed 
arrow. Not satisfied with sending tho 
letter to The Economist it was also printed 
for circulation in circular form, presumably 
by Sir Richard Cartwright himself, os a 
cane document against the interests of 
the Dominion in England. 

Tho Finance Minister then read spicy 
passages from the letter while Sir Richard 

ept up a running commentary of “hear, 
hears.” 

Mr, Foster wound up the reading of the 
extracts by saying that the hon. gantle- 
man could only have one motive; it 
was to injuro Canada in the Mother 
land. Balked and foiled here he had gone 
to the Mother Land to injure our public 
and private credit. He did not hesitate to 
brand the action as unprecedented, de- 
pe and unpatfiotic. He might say to 
the gentlemen opposite, however, that 
while they retained their affiliation with 
the honorable gentleman they would not 
have to seck far or wide for the reasens of 
their defeat. 

Passing on to the history of the negotia. 
tions at Washington. Str. Foster said 
thatashort time ago on the invitation of 
the Secretary-of-State they had met that 
gentleman, Mr. Blaine met them in the 
kindest and frankest spirit. Although in 
anything but robust health he gave up a 

reat part of histime for five days to a 

ull, frank and prolonged conference. The 
Canadian ministers iu the first place pro- 
posed the renewal of the Reciprocity 
treaty of 1854 with such modifications 
as the change in the times rendered 
necessary. They were met with the reply 
that reciprocity in naturals products did not 
possess the essential element of reciprocity 
so far as the United States was concerned 
to enable him to entertain it. Mr. Blaine 
then raised the question as to whether they 
were prepared to discuss a wider general 
reciprocity in manufactured articles. The 
Canadian delegates discussed this ques- 


tion fully and fairl with Mr. 
Blaine. They asked did this mean 
that Canada was to give preferential 


treatment to the United States involving 
discrimination against Great Britain. Mr. 
Blaine’s reply was that reciprocity would 
not be reciprocity unless the United States 
recdived preferential treatment especially , 
asagainst Great Britain. Great Britain 
was their chief competitor as manufactur- 
ers. Under reciprocity the United States | 
manufacturers would expect to have to : 
compete in Canada with the Canadian 
manufacturers and with no others. 
They entered on a discussion of 
the difficulties with which Canada under 
such m reciprocity would be face to face, 
namely, that in entering into a treaty of 
that kind they would experience a loss of 
« considerable portion of their revenue. 
To this Mr. Blaine replied, Have you no 
other methods of taxation? The reply of 
the Canadian eleastes was: ‘Yes, there 


have to be equalized with those of the 
United States, This would involve « further 
loss. As the Canadian taxation of spirits and

Mr, Clarko had pointed out by a clear und 
forcible line of reasoning that the only tax 
that any individual paid waxa tax on per- 
sonal expenses, 

His lost words were: “Tho presont plan of 
Ouscssment is only 4 prwn—” 

Thon, w! sout Hnisbing his sentence, he 
sat down hi ivily und placed his hand on his 
forehead. “his, Dr, Willoughby of East 
Northumberland afterwurde suid, was tho 
last moment of consciousness or heart 
notion. 

Severul mombers of tho Hovse who 
were medical  pentlomen hurried to 
him and did everything for tho sufferer 
that thelr skill could dovise, But all without 
nay aval. 

After the doctors had satistied themselves 
tliat life wos extinct the decensed gentleman 
was carried to the reception room of the 
House, 


Tho Sounds of the Cheers Mad Searcely 
Died Away, 

Whon but a couple of iwinutes before in 
supporting Mr, Tait’s bili, Mr. Clarke remind- 
od the Government that they should not for- 
get the great principles of free trade even in 
tho Provincial House be was choered by 
every member on the benches, 

When the deceased member turned pale and 
#0 mauendy dropped into his sont and the 
doctors rushed to his assistance, the obsorvor 
unacquainted » ith Mr. Clarke's malady natur- 
ally aid not compreliond the fuct that for the 
second time in the history of those legisla- 
tive balls a momber was dying on the floor 
of the House, 

Mr, H. P, O'Connor of South Bruce ran to 
raiso a window to admit fresh air, and find- 
ing the storm sash outside smashed the 
panes of gl with his clenched fist, The 
sorgeaut-at-arins left his place and waiters, 
attendants, pages aud the public crowded 
round tLo table, while the Speaker stood 
near his chair a: xiously watching the plysi- 
clans, 

The doctors hud to strive for some time 
before they persuaded the crowd to stand 
back onough to allow fresh air to reach the 
prostrate man. Tho spectators in the 
public gallery stood on the seats and tried to 
dook over the heads of those below in their 
anxiety to ascertain what had befallon the 
bopular member, 

When the lifeless body was carried outa 
deep gloom pervaded the House, The mace 
was removed aud the Speaker, in a halt 
audible tone, declared the House adjourned, 

Tho members gathered in different parta 
of tho corridors in little groups, where the 
tragic end of the Inte member was the sole 
theme of conversation, 

‘The physician's strict orders had been that 
Mr, Clarke must. leave the  Legislauve 
Chamber in case any heated discussion 
arose. ‘ 

Drs. Gilmour, Willoughby and McKay of 
Oxford were the members who devoted their 
skill to resuscitate their stricken comrade, 

It Was Heart Failure. 

Mr. Clarke's death was caused by heart 
failure. For somo timo past he had been 
suffering more or less from weak action 
of the heart. Last year he visited Europe 
and consulted the eminent physician Sir 
Andrew Clarke, who advised him to avoid 
excitement or extra exertion of any kind, 
About two years ago Mr, Clarke disposed of 
bis business in the factory, but retained his 
retail business iu King-street, of which he 
wae the active manager at tho time of his 
death. 

Mr. Clarke was in bis usual health yester- 
day. In the morning he visited his place of 
business, went home to luncheon as usual 
and afterwards, as was his custom, rested for 
4 short time before going to the Loce!l House, 
Knowing bis state of health, and remember- 
idg the advice of his medical mon, he did not 
take an active part in the debates this session, 

Biography of the Deceased, 

Mr, Clarke was bora at Three Rivers, 
Que., on March 20, 1820. He was a son of 
Henry Clarke and Ellen Armstrong, both of 
whom came from Midhill, county of Fer- 
mupagh, Ireland, He received his tuition, 
which comprised a souud and practical 
English education from public teachers and 
private instructors, and at 15 years of age 
Mr. Clarke left home to push his fortune in 
the world. Commerce drew him into its 
busy and active fleld. At the age of 18 he 
had learned the trade of saddle and trunk- 
making and found employment in one of the 
largest shops in Montreal Here he re- 
mained until 1848,and then removed to 
Ottawa (tLen Bytown), where, in the follow- 
ing year, he was foreman of the largest 
saddlory shop in the town. At Ottawa ho 
remained for about four years, working 
diligently and per: himself in his 
trade, Mr, Clarke again returned to Mon- 
trea) in 1853, and the next yeur he wos sent 
to Toronto to open a branch trunk store for 
R. Dean & Co. of Montreal. Mr, Clarke 
now resolved to carry on business for bim- 
self, aud in ten mouths after bis arrival b 
ho bought out the business of R. Dean & Co, 
Although he had little capital at his com- 
mand, be bad industry and perseverance, 
and the result is that he toon was at 
the head of one of the largest trunk manu- 
facturing establishments of America,

Senators Sherman and Gray of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee had an interview 
with tho President to-day in rogard to the 
treaty of arbitration. 

The Senate spent two and a half hours in 
the furthor consideration of the Bohring 
Sea arbitration treaty, As ao result the 
discussion has nearly reached a conclusion 
and a yoto is expected to be taken on tho 
motion to ratify the treaty some time next 
week. In fact, there did not seom to be 
any sufficient reason why uction should not 
have been taken to-day, although it was 
represented that in view of the small at- 
tendance of senators towards tho close of 
the seusion it would be better to defer the 
yote until next week, 

The discussion has established a stron 
probability that the treaty will be ratified. 

he senators who oppose it asa whole are 
few, and their principal representative is 
Senator Felton of California. His opposi- 
tion is bused upon the idea that it con- 
tomplates a possible surrender of the 
absolute rights acquired by the United 
States from Russia. But the most 
formidable opposition to the ratification of 
the treaty is made up of the senators who 
beliove that it should be accompanied by a 
resolution directing the Presisident to with- 
hold the exchange of final ratifigations until 
Great Britian consents to renew the modus 
vivendi It has been represented by the 
members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee that the adoption of such a resolu- 
tion would defeat the treaty, for Great Bri- 
ton would never consent tobe placed in 
the attitude of renewing the modus vivendi 
through fear of the results. These repre- 
sentations have such effect that to-day it 
was made to appear from tho trend of the 
dobate that the treaty will ultimately be 
ratified without any such condition. How- 
ever, there is still another element in the 
Senate that seeks to follow tho ratification 
of the treaty with a resolution endorsin 
tho President’s action up to this point ed 
asserting strongly the purpose of this gov- 
ernment to protect its property in 
the seals at sll hazards pending arbitration. 
This element appeared to-day to have 
gathered strength, aud it may be that when 
final action is taken upon the treaty some 
such resolution will be adopted, although o 
large number of senators feel that it wil be 
unnecessary to do this, as the Presidont is 
already fully satisfied that he has the 
hearty support and co-operation of the Sen- 
ate. Notwithstanding all of the discus- 
sions had the treaty remains technically 
unchanged in its position and advancement 
that is to be recorded is in the approach 
made toward a conclusion of debate. The 
efforts to maintain secrecy continue and 
there has been talk in executive session of

And those two clustera hang over tho coles- 
tial arbor now just as thoy wero the first 
night that thoy shono on the Edenic pow- 
ers, the samo as when tho Egyptians built 
the Pyramids from the top of which to 
watch them, the same as when tho Chal- 
deans calculated the eclipses, the same as 
when Elihu, according to the Book of Job, 
went out to study the aurora borealis, tho 
same under Ptolomaio system and Coper- 
nican system, the samo from Calisthencs to 
Pythagoras, and from Pythagoras to Hera- 
chel. Surely, a changeless God must have 
fashioned the Pleiades and Orion! Oh, 
what an onodyne amid tho ups and downs 
of life, and the flux and reflux of the 
tides of prosperity, to know that wo have 
a changoloss God, the samo yesterday, to- 

day and forever. 

Xerxes garlanded and knighted the 
atoorsman of his boat in the morning, and 
hanged him in the evening of the samo day.

As tho Ploiades wero the aweet 
evangels of the spring, Orion was tho warn- 
ing prophet of the winter. 

Oh, now I get the best view of God 1 
ever had! Thero are two kinds of sermons 
I never want to preach—the ono that 
presonts God so kind, so indulgent, so loni-

tnt, so imbecile thay men may do what thoy 
will against Him, and fracture His every 
law, and put the pry of their impertinence 
and rebellion under His throne, and whilo 
they are spitting in His faco and stabbing 
‘t His heart, He takos them up in His arms 
and kisses their infuriated brow and cheek, 
saying, ‘Of such is the kingdom of heaven.” 
The other kind of sermon I nover want to 
preach ig the ono that represents God as 
all fire and torture and thundor-cloud, 
and with red-hot pitch-fork tossing the 
haman race into paroxyams of infiniteagony. 
The sermon that I am now preaching be- 
lieves in a God of loving, kindly warning, 
the God of spring and winter, the God of 
the Pleiades and Orion, 

Oh, what o mercy it is that in the text 
snd all up and down the Bible God induces 
us to look out toward other worlds! Bible 
astronomy in Genesis, in Jashua, in Job, in 
tho Psalms, in the prophets, major and 
minor, in St. John’s Apocalypse, pracit- 
cally saying, ‘Worlds! worlds! worlds { 
Get roady for thom !” We have a nice little 
world here that we stick to, as though los- 
ing thot wo lose all.

for some littl time, the report that the assassin 
bod at last fallen into tho hands of 
police removed a load from the minds 
of the unfortunate inbabitants of that 
district, Thore is much difficulty 
lu tixing the two Whitechapel murders to 
which Deeming Is sald to have confessed. 
Altogether the f murders are attributed to 
“Jack the Ripper,” but there is much doubt

SHE LOAFED A BAKER 


Avd He Kneaded Hor, Hut Her Cako}is 
Now Dongh, 


Loxpon, March 29.—In the Queen's 
Beuch, before Mr. Justise Matthow and a 
common jury, the case of Cullington v. 
Onyett was heard, This was an action for 
breach of promise of marriage, brought Ly 
Kato Cullington, formerly lady's maid in the 
house of a clergyman, against Frederick 
Onyett, baker in a small way at Warmoys, 
Hunts, The plaintiff alleges that the de, 
fondant seduced her under a promise to 
marry her, which the defendant donied. 
The partios became acquainted in April, 
1890, and the plaintiff's case was that the 
defondant promised to marry her some time 
in 1891, but, after seducing Neri had broken 
off the engagomout and refused te carry 
out the contract, As lady's maid she had 
been earning wages to. the amount of £35 
a year, She was now endeavoring to main- 
tain herself by dressmaking. : 
The plaintiff, in giving hor ovidonce, said 
the defendant asked her in June if sho 
would keep company with him. She con- 
sonted, and they used to go out for walks 
together, He afterwards introduced her to 
his mothor and sister os his young woman. 
He always spoke of making her his wifo, 
and sho said sho was willing, He said they 
were to be married somo time in 1891. He 
said ho was in vory good business, and 
could marry when he liked. He said he 
had some cottages of his own, When ho 
seduced her, he said he would marry her 
faithfully, He did not deny tho paternity 
of the child. Some love letters passed be- 
tween them. To hor last letter sho receiv- 
ed no reply. 
The jury gave the plaintif'a verdict for 
£75, for which Mr, Justice Matthow gave 
judgment, 


Funeral of the Late H. E. Clarke, M.P.P. 
Toronto, March 29.—The services yes- 
terday in connection with the funeral of the 
late H. E. Clarko, M.P.P., who dropped 
dead in the Legislative Assembly Friday, 
wore of the most imposing description.

It isa fact that our principal 
atreets have never been cleaned, mud and 
horse droppings are allowed to accumu- 
late, dry up and the first wind ac attters it 
broadcast among the dwellings, This is 
the only way of cleaning the streets now 
This machine would sweep at the 

least ten miles in ten hours, usually after 

heavy showers and during the night, The 
refuse, laid as it would,be in winrows at 
the side could ke moved at any time. By 
keeping the streets free from mud they 
will dry quicker and consequently wear 
much longer and will assume a water 
tight surface and in the main be more 
easily repaired. The cartage should be 
utilized to level the boulevards in different 

+ parts of the city. This would also lessen 
the cost of hauling. I have given the 
matter some oireful thought and have 
seen the machihe at work and am fully 
convinced they are absulutely necessary 
in this enlightened age and will prove to 
this ccrporation A great saver of labor. 
A renewal of the street broo: would only 
cost $20 and would only be r.quied every 
two years. Itis guaranteed to sweep 20 
miles a day for twelve weeks,”
